From the small beginning with one horse, 
the business grew to a size which required the 
owning of as many as twenty-four horses at 
one time. This, however, was before the days 
of gasoline, with the aid of which ice is now 
grooved, scraped, hoisted, and delivered. 
Since 1919, trucks have taken care of trans- 
porting ice from the ice houses up into town 
and the present equipment includes seven 
horses, three wagons and six trucks. The 
employees number thirty. As many as 131 
horses have been owned by the Nuckleys, 
fifty dying in the service. Several to which 
they were especially attached have been kept

For a New Postoffice Building 


In this issue of the Townsman, our 
readers will find a view of a new building 
which has been proposed for a post 
office, revealing in a very striking way 
the attractive front of the structure. 
As between the propositions submitted 
there should be no doubt in the minds 
of the postal authorities as to which 
one the people in Andover favor. For 
many reasons, the consensus of opinion 
is practically unanimous in favor of the 
erection of a new building on Main 
street. 

The place near the Savings bank is 
one of the few sites left on Main street 
where it is possible to build, but it is 
eminently suitable for the purposes 
intended. It will be situated far 
enough from the bank so that the 
present attractive lawn will remain 
almost intact. The style of the facade 
will harmonize with that of the bank, 
and the height will be in keeping with 
the buildings across the street. The 
brook, which now is an unpleasing spot, 
will be completely hidden from view. 

An attractive front is not the only 
advantage of the proposed building. 
The fact that it is intended exclusively 
for, and is to be occupied entirely by 
the members of the postal service is 
distinctly to its credit. Its four walls 
will be built to give a maximum amount 
of light to the interior and the roof will 
also afford light. 

The location of the proposed structure 
is very desirable. Situated on Main 
street near the heart of the business 
district and the center of the town, it is 
easily accessible to all, It is near

TOWN OF ANDOVER 


Office of the 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


You are hereby required on or before Dec. 1, 1926, 
to destroy the gypsy and brown tail moths on your 
property in this town. 

This notification is in accordance with Chapter 
132, General Laws, which requires cities and towns 
to destroy the eggs, caterpillars, pupae and nests 
of the gypsy and brown tail moths under heavy 
penalty for failure to comply with the provisions 
of the law. 

If a property owner fails to destroy such eggs, 
caterpillars, pupae and nests, then the city or town 
is required to destroy the same and the cost of the 
work, in whole or in part, according to the value of 
the land, is assessed upon and becomes a lien on the 
land. (Section 18, Chapter 132, General Laws, on 
reverse.) 

The Selectmen ask owners and tenants to co- 
operate with the town in its work on highways and 
other public grounds by doing effective work on their 
premises. Citizens who have cleaned their premises 
of the moths, but find their trees endangered by the 
neglect of owners of adjoining estates should make 
complaint to the Selectmen. The infestation of a 
residential neighborhood by the neglect of a few 
will not be tolerated. 

The eggs of the gypsy moth should be destroyed 
at once with creosote. They should never be 
scraped off the object on which they are laid. 
Careful search should be made for gypsy moth egg 
clusters, not only on trees, but also on house walls, 
stone walls, fences and in rubbish heaps, etc. Trees 
in which cavities occur and which it is not desieable 
to cut should have the cavities tinned or cemented, 
This is important. The present and future cost of 
combating this insect can be greatly reduced by 
cutting and burning worthless brush, hollow trees, 
ete. A few trees well cared for are more valuable 
to the property owner and the community than a 
large number of neglected trees. 

The nests of the brown tail moth should be cut 
from the trees, carefully collected and burned in a 
stove or furnace, 

Full instructions as to the best methods of work 
against the moths may be obtained from the Local 
Superintendent, E, Burke Thornton, or from the 
State Forester, Room 519, State House, Boston, 
Mass.

What Is Hay Fever?

the suppression of all sorts of insurrections, 
revolutions and riots. As a matter of fact, 
the Cossacks are perhaps one of the most 
enlightened and most democratic parts of all 
the Russians. They are also the most law- 
abiding, which made them submit to the 
will of the Czars, as a part of their strongly 
developed code of ethics. When the Czars 
were overthrown, the Cossacks threw their 
physical and spiritual treasures at the com- 
mand of the new government. This obed- 
ience to existing power springs from the old 
tribal instincts of the Cossacks. In the 
early centuries of the Christian era, before 
Russia had been consolidated into one great 
Empire, there were several tribes of Cossacks 
in various parts of Russia, ‘The most con- 
spic uous of these were the Don Cossacks, 
the Kuban Cossacks, the Cossacks of the 
Dniepr basin and those who dwelt in 
Western Siberia, ‘These various tribes had 
strongly developed central governments and 
their culture was far superior to the other 
numerous tribes which inhabited the enor- 
mous plains of Russia. ‘The Cossacks have 
a very rich folk-lore and a number of their
